DMIRAL АТЕХЕТЕЕЕ, interviewed а 
few days ago by the St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Echo de Paris, suid that 
when he took up the position of Viceroy 

in the Far East three years ago he at once saw 
that an armed. conflict between Russia and 
Japan was practically inevitable. Не warned 
his Government of this state of affairs, pointing 
out that the only way to avoid a war was to 
place Russia іп such a position that it would be 
folly to attack her. Тһе Admiral went on to say 
that the present situation in the Far Eust 
would be much aggravated were Japan, in the 
event of her being victorious in the war, joined 
by China. The sympathy of the Chinese 
Generals Yenshikho and Бра for the Japanese 
cause was well known, and the Peking Govern- 
ment was forced to use all its power to prevent 
these commanders and their forces joining the 
Mikado's army. The ex-Viceroy expressed the 
opinion that if China joined Japan it would mean 
the formation of a great Power in the Far East, 
which would be а menace not only to Russia, but 
to the Eastern trade of all the countries ОҒ the 
world. Referring to the war, Admiral Alexeieff 
said that the Japanese system of organisation in 
war was admirable. The only fault of Russia's 
adversaries was that they were too careful 
in the maturing of their plans, and it was 
owing to this faculty of carefulness that 
they frequently lost a decided advantage. For 
instance, at the commencement of the war had 
they at once attacked Port Arthur the fortress 
would have fallen, as its fortifications were un- 
finished, its garrison of the wenkest, and its 
supply of food and war material scanty. Their 
delay in attacking the fortress, and the noble 
defence of its garrison—which the Admiral said 
in modern times 


was without precedent 
had greatly militated against the Japanese 
ndvance to the north, and had thus allowed

Again, had General Kuroki not delayed his 
advance at Feng-hwang-cheng after the battle 
of the Yalu, General Sassulitch could not have 
withdrawn his shattered army, and the Russian 
concentration at Lino-yang would have been 
severely compromised. In respect to the Russian 
retreats, Admiral Alexeieff emphatically denied 
that he had ever given any orders, to General 
Kuropatkin either to advance or to retreat. 
He also said that the statements that he 
and General Kuropatkin .had frequently had 
differences with regard to the plan of campaign 
were without truth. They may have had slight 
differences of opinion, but, on the whole, they 
agreed excellently.

Horsham Election Result — There was n record 
poll last week in the Horsham Division of Sussex, when 
Lord Turnour, the Unionist candidate, was elected bv a 
majority of 784. The figures were: Lord Turnour (U.), 
438; Mr. L. R. Erskine (L.). 3604. At the election in 
1893, Mr. J. Heywood Johnstone, the late Unionist member, 
was returned by a majority of 1484. By his victory, Lord 
‘Turnour becomes the youngest member of the House of 
Commons, being only twenty years of age. He is the only 
son of Earl and Countess Winterton, and he holds a com- 
mission іш the Sussex Imperial Yeomanry. 


Blades v. Blades and Frogham.—This was a 
petition on the part of Lieutenant Blades praying for a 
dissolution of his marriage on the grounds of her mis- 
conduct with Samuel Frogham, a Folkestone cabman. The 
suit was defended and denials entered, the wife also 
making counttr-charges of cruelty against ber husband.

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Failure of a Penny Bank. Much anxiety and 
alarm has been caused in the little Suffolk town 
Needham Market owing to the local penny bank having 
stopped payment. Mr. 8. A. Maw. who conducted the 
bank, has had a receiving order made against him, and a 
statement has been issued of his affairs. This shows gross 
liabilities of £19.069, of which £8400 relate to fully secured 
creditors. There is an estimated deficiency of assets of 
£6237. Depositors іп the penny bank number 180, repre- 
senting total deposits of C560 in sums ranging from a few 
pounds to several bundreds. The Official Receiver’s 
statement says that there has never been any deed or 
prospectus defining the constitution of the bank. No 
trustee or other officers were ever appointed, and no 
pass-book or, other document relating to the bank has 
been printed for the last forty years. Mr, 
the depositors as his personal creditors, and there are no 
securities set aside for ir Special benefit, Mr. Maw 
attributes his insolvency to the loss of his position as 
manager of the local branch of Barclay's Bank, to losses іп 
speculation, and depreciation in the value of securities.

A Man-Hunt.—Colonel Cody (Buffalo Bill) and a 
party, including several Englishmen, have been bunting in 
Wyoming for four robbers, who shot a bank cashier dead 
at Cody. Most of the town of Cody belongs to the Colonel. 
The robbers entered the bank during business hours, and 
one of them, presenting а pistol at the cashier's head, 
ordered him to hand over the cash. As he refused, the 
robber fired, and the cashier fell mortally wounded. With- 
out waiting to secure booty the robbers rode off at 
top-speed News of the outrage quickly spread, and 
a mounted party started after them There was а hot 
fusillade between the robbers and their pursuers, and it is 
stated that one of the robbers wis wounded. Colonel 
Cody was bear-hunting with his friends near Omaha when 


he heard of the affair. He decided at once to go in

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pursuit of the robbers, and his party stopped bear-hunting 
and started with him for the scene of the robber-chase. 
The Colonel came іп touch with the robbers, and in a 
lively duel it is reported that he had his horse shot 
beneath him. Тһе robbers succeeded in stealing fresh 
horses and making their escape to the mountains, Where 
they are being followed. 


Cornish Mansion Burned Down.—Hengar, the 
ancient Cornish seat of Sir William Onslow, Bart., was 
completely destroyed by fire early on Sunday morning last. 
At ubout 5 a.m., Sir William awoke to find his bed-room 
full of smoke, He at once aroused the other members of 
the household, who were obliged to make a hurried escape 
in their night-clothes. Тһе fire, which originated in the 
chimney of a grate in the entrance-hall, spread with such 
rapidity that the whole mansion was in flames before the 
neighbouring fire-brigades could be summoned. Nearly all 
the contents оѓ the house were destroyed, including u 
number of valuable paintings. Fortunately, however, n 
servant succeeded in rescuing a glass cabinet containing 
the family's most cherished: heirlooms. Among these was 
asword of honcur presented with the freedom of the City 
to Admiral Sir Richard Onslow, and also a gold medal of 
victory given to the Admiral by George ПТ. 


Daring Jewel Robbery.— With the aid of a ladder, 
and under cover of a raging storm, some burglars last 
week entered Huntereombe Manor, near Slough, and made 
off with jewellery worth nbout £1000. The Manor is the 
residence of the Hon. Mrs. Boyle, and the victim of the 
robbery was one of her guests—Mrs. Quin, а relative of 
Lord Arbuthnot. At about seven in the evening Mrs. 
Quin left her bed-room after dressing for dinner. On return- 
ing to the room three hours later she found the door 
fustened. It was at once forced Open, and then it was dis- 
covered that her jewel-case, “containing rings, bracelets, 
lockets, brooches, and otber articles of great value, had 
been carried off. The burglars appear to have obtained a 
ladder from a neighbouring farm. By placing it against 
the back of the house they were able to reach the window 
of Mrs. Quin's room and gain easy admittance. The 
Bucks police.are making every effort to track und capture 
the thieves. 


Hussars Terrible Fnd.--A shocking affair 
occurred last week іп the Watford tunnel of the London 
and North Western Railway, when Corporal Hannan, of 
the 19th Hussars, lost his life. Hannan and some comrades 
were retuining to Curragh Camp after spending their 


furlough in the Sonth of England 'They leít Euston by 
| the night express for Holyhead, and were nearing Watford 
when Hannan opened the door of the compartment. The 


train was travelling at a great speed, and the draught 
dashed the door wide open. Hannan clung to it as it swung 
back, and wus suspended over the track. Then, despite th: 
efforts of his comrades to pull him іп, the unfortunate man 
fell on to the line in Watford Tunnel. As he did so a 
passing train cut his body to pieces. Corporal Hannan was 
a steady, sober man, and served in the South African War. 


Poachers Sent for Trial.—At Pontypool Police- 
court; Basil Tyler and Luther Pinner were charged with 
shooting Charles Cornish, a gamekeeper. Cornish, it may 
be recalled, encountered the men one night in a wood, and 
Tyler fired point-blank at bim, inflieting n serious wound. 
Both men made а full confession when they were arrested. 
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Pinner said he looked on while Tyler fired the shot, which 
was only intended to frizhten the keeper. The accused 
zu- u were committed for trial. 


Tottenham Tragedy Verdict.—An inquest was 
held last week on Henry Charles Vaughan, of 8t. John’s 
Place, Finsbury, and Lucy Emily Humberstone, who were 
found lying in a passage at Tottenham, the girl dead, and 
the man dying. The jury found that Vaughan committed 
suicide by taking poison, there being no evidence to show 
the state of his mind; and that Humberstone met her 
death through poison administered by Vaughan. 


Bakehouse Tragedy Verdict. An inquest was 


held at Bethnal Green on Karl Meiss, aged thirty-five, who 
was found shot dead in a bakehouse in Columbia Road on 


“WRITING HOME”: 
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the night of Nov. 6. Philip Schmidt, who was lying near 
the deceased, and who ‘still remains in hospital suffer- 
ing from his serious wounds, made the following state- 
ment to the police: “I was preparing the flour when 
Meiss came in and stabbed me with a long knife. After 
he stabbed me he shot me two or three times. I heard him 
shoot again. I didn't see him. I fell down after he shot 
me. We had по quarrel. Не із my foreman. I have done 
nothing to the man. It must have been the] drink.” 
Detective-Sergeant Brogden stated that the deceased had 
carried a revolver for twelve rears. ‘The revolver found in 
the bakehouse contained two loaded cartridges, and similar 
cartridges were found іп Meiss's box. Meiss had accused 
Schmidt of stealing a sovereign from him а few weeks ago. 
The deceaséd was ер to his friends as “ Mad Charlie.“ 
and was said to be a very excitable man when under the

The Leytonstone Murder.—At Stratford Police- 
court last week, William Hoffman was again brought up 
on the charge of murdering Helen Walden in the cellar of 
his house Jat Park Grove Road, Leytonstone. Thomas 
Hoffman, the accused's brother and partner in business, 
said that on the Sunday before the murder £19 was found 
to be missing from the cash-box. Witness asked Helen 
Walden. What about the £19 that is missing? She re- 

lied, I don’t know anything about it." Witness and his 
Ка discussed the matter together, and William said һе 
did not want to discharge the girl, as she had no father or 
mother, Subsequently the girl confessed that she. bad 
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asked ber soldier sweetheart and a girl named Harrington 
to give her back the money, and they had refused. That 
was the first admission she had made as to the theft of the 
money. After medical evidence as to the girl's death had 
been given, Hoffman was again remanded. At the resumed 
inquest on Tuesday, Thomas Hoffman, brother of the 
accused, said that two days before the woman was found 
murdered the sum of £19 had been missed from a cash- 
box in which the takings of the shop were kept. In 
answer to Mr. Sharman, witness stated that the day 
before the murder the deceased admitted that she had 
taken the money. It was customary to count the money 
every Sunday. Тһе witness added, “There is no need to 
count И now. It has all gone. The money may have been 
taken by a burglar." After a summing-up by the Coroner, 
а verdict of Wilful Murder against Hoffman was returned.
